Brainerd can hardly he classed aion# with cities which, in 
a measure, owe their existence or at least their expansion, to 
industry. 
N either can it he placed along w ith those devoid of 
any type of m anufacturing or other industrial enterprises. 
But, Brainerd should look forw ard to opportunities to ob­ 
tain industrial establishm ents and should prepare itself to present 
its advantages intelligently anti conscientiously to make ah honest 
endeavor along this lim 1. 
And, it should not w ait until the oppor­ 
tunity presents Itself hut should lie alert to any possibility of land­ 
ing m anufacturing or other industrial plants for this city. 
The old proverb: “Tall oaks from I ft It e acorns grow ,” is an 
apt axiom to remember in 
seeking 
industrial 
enterprises. 
The Dally Dispatch believes the odds are in favor o f a small 
light m anufacturing industry than in attem pting to land an old 
establshed industry that must sim ply get out of the high taxation 
district of the larger city or find room for expansion. True, Brain­ 
erd would not turn down an opportunity to consider such a chance 
hut they are so few and far between that it cannot afford to lost* 
tim e w aiting for one of this type and let the small plants go to the 
other cities. 
Most of the great factories of the country grew from small 
beginnings. 
Founded on an idea or a product, they started small. 
The com ing of an imm ense industry to a town may be a 
good thing for that tow n— or may do it actual injury; 
If it causes 
folks to overlook the little industries, the acorns that might grow 
into oaks, it may retard development. 
Many small industries are 
safer a s a foundation for prosperity. 
Diversified as to products 
and m arkets, they are not likely all to suffer at the same tim e from 
fluctuation which, in a big Industry, may throw hundreds out of 
work in a moment. 
Brainerd will do well for itself and for its neighboring 
farm s and cities if it makes t a poi fit to invite and foster the little 
fellow s. 
A scon- of them, em ploying 50 or KIO or more persons, 
w ill he I letter for the comm unity than any one big institution 
em ploying several thousands. 
A dozen acorns will produce more sound tim ber in the 
course of tim e than one big tree transplanted.*

WHEN RESOURCES E N D !- 
Not quite like a m ysterious finger w riting a prophecy of 
doom on the palace Wall, fait rather om inous just the same, was 
a recent forecast in a middle western hanking m agazine that pres­ 
ent reserves of high grade iron ore in the Lake Superior district 
w ill be entirely enhausted in less than 30 years if present r ite s of 
shipm ent prevail. 
Of course, Hew deposits may be found in the rich M innesota 
and M ichigan ranges, 
ll' not, there are extensive low-grade re­ 
serves there which may, through some Cheap new process, become 
com m ercially available. 
If not, there are still vast deposits else­ 
where in Am erica, and water transportation is still cheap. 
And 
yet— 
The forecast, somehow, is discom forting. 
For it points to 
h fact that we like to forget; the fact that there is to be. some 
day, an inevitable end to the natural resources of the earth. 
(Iii, 
iron, coal— some day, soon or late, mankind will have used up the 
last o f them , and there will Im* no possibility of getting any mon*. 
In form er ages, perhaps, this would not have m attered 
quite so much. 
But the civilization that is tieing developed now is 
founded, in a peculiarly intim ate way, on just those commodities. 
Skyscrapers, railroads, autom obiles, all the great m achines that do 
the work of the world— they come back to this trium virate ines­ 
capably. 
To be sure, a cheap synthetic gasoline will he devised some 
day. 
W ater pow er may replace coal very nicely. 
But who ever 
heard cl a synthetic steel? 
( ’an you im agine a paper-mache 
skyscraper, or a locom otive quilt 01 cornstalk libers? 
Yet this approaching end of the great age of steel is a cer­ 
tainty which we need to look at occasionally, 
We need to he re­ 
minded that we are not building for eternity any more than the 
Babylonians did. 
The proudest city sky line will some day vanish. 
The m ost m posing m anufacturing district will lose its smoke- 
cloud. 
These things constitute, not an everlasting fram ework for 
hum an activities, hut an insulmtantial back-drop which will pres­ 
en tly be removed. 


Developm ent ol the air mail system at government expense 
has probably done more than any other factor to promote tin* rise 
c f comm ercial aviation lines in the Dinted States. 
Yet the whole 
vast job has really cost the taxpayer com paratively little. 
Charles L. Lawrence, president of the Aeronautical Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of America, Inc., revealed the other day that in 
the last I I years the federal governm ent has spent just a little less 
than $67,000,000 on its airm ail system .

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BRAINERD SHOULD INVITE SMALL INDUSTRIES- 
Brainerd can hardly be classed along with cities which, in 
a measure, owe their existence or at least their expansion, to 
industry. 
Neither can it be placed along with those devoid of 
any type of manufacturing or other industrial enterprises. 
But, Brainerd should look forward to opportunities to ob­ 
tain industrial establishments and should prepare itself to present 
its advantages intelligently ana conscientiously to make ah honest 
endeavor along this line. 
And, it should not wait until the oppor­ 
tunity presents itself but should be alert to any possibility of land­ 
ing manufacturing or other industrial plants for this city. 
The old proverb: “Tall oaks from litite acorns grow,” is an 
apt axiom to remember in 
seeking 
industrial 
enterprises 
The Daily Dispatch believes the odds are in favor of a small 
light manufacturing industry than in attempting to land an old 
established industry that must simply get out of the high taxation 
district of the larger city or find room for expansion. True, Brain­ 
erd would not turn down an opportunity to consider such a chance 
but they are so few and far between that it cannot afford to lose 
time waiting for one of this type and let the small plants go to the 
other cities. 
Most of the great factories of the country grew from small 
beginnings. 
Founded on an idea or a product, they started small. 
The coming of an immense industry to a town may be a 
good thing for that town—or may do it actual injury. 
If it causes 
folks to overlook the little industries, the acorns that might grow 
into oaks, it may retard development. 
Many small industries are 
safer as a foundation for prosperity. 
Diversified as to products 
and markets, they are not likely all to suffer at the same time from 
fluctuation which, in a big industry, may throw hundreds out of 
work in a moment. 
Brainerd will do well for itself and for its neighboring 
farms and cities if it makes t a point to invite and foster the little 
fellows. 
A score of them, employing 50 of IOO or more persons, 
will be better for the community than any one big institution 
employing several thousands. 
A dozen acorns will produce, more sound timber in the 
course of time than one big tree transplanted.' 


WHEN RESOURCES ENdI - 
~ 
Not quite like a mysterious linger writing a prophecy of 
doom on the palace Avail, but rather ominous just the'same, was 
a recent'forecast in a middle western banking magazine that pres­ 
ent reserves of high grade iron ore in the Lake Superior district 
will be entirely enhausted in less than 30 years if present rates of 
shipment prevail. 
Of course, new deposits may be found in fin! rich Minnesota 
and Michigan ranges, 
lf not, there are extensive low-grade re­ 
serves there which may, through some cheap new process, become 
commercially a v a ila b le , 
lf not, there are still vast deposits else­ 
where in America, and water transportation is still cheap. 
And 
yet— 
The forecast, somehow, is discomforting. 
For it points to 
a fact that we like to forget; the fact that there is to be, some 
day, an inevitable end to the natural resources of tin* earth. 
Oil, 
iron, coal— some day, soon or lait', mankind will have used up the 
last of them, and there will be no possibility of getting any more. 
In former ages, perhaps, this would not have mattered 
quite so much. 
But tin1 civilization that is being developed now is 
founded, in a peculiarly intimate way, on just those commodities. 
Skyscrapers, railroads, automobiles, all the great machines that do 
the work of the world— they come back to this triumvirate ines­ 
capably. 
To be sure, a cheap synthetic gasoline will be devised some 
day. 
Water power may replace coal very nicely. 
But who ever 
heard of a synthetic steel? 
(’an you imagine a paper-macho 
skyscraper, or a locomotive built 01 cornstalk libers? 
Yet this approaching end of the great age of steel is a cer­ 
tainty which we need to look at occasionally. 
We need to be re­ 
minded that we are not building for eternity any more than the 
Babylonians did. 
The proudest city sky line will some day vanish. 
The most mposing manufacturing district will lose its smoke- 
cloud. 
These things constitute, not an everlasting framework for 
human activities, but an insubstantial back-drop which will pres­ 
ently be removed. 
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Development of the air mail system at government expense 
has probably done more than any other factor to promote the rise 
of commercial aviation lines in the United States. 
Yet the whole 
vast job has really cost the taxpayer comparatively little. 
Charles L. Lawrence, president of the Aeronautical Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of America, Inc., revealed the other day that iii 
the last l l years the federal government has spent just a little less 
than $07,000,000 on its airmail system. 
This includes everything, 
from operation costs to the establishment and maintenance of the 
great lighted airways. 
Considering the service that the airmail has rendered, to­ 
gether with the extensive spread of privately owned commercial 
air lines, it is easy to see that Unde Fain got full value for his 
money. 


As the autumn football season approaches its dose, it F 
becoming apparent that the gate receipts at the college ticket of­ 
fices have fallen off sharply from former years. 
A part of this, 
undoubtedly, is due to the business depression; yet there ave in­ 
dications that some of the shrinkage, at least, is due to a failing 
in public interest, 
f ootball isn’t quite the drawing card it used 
to be. 
It may be that this tendency will disappear in the next year 
or so. 
But if it does not—if college football has to accustom it­ 
self to a definitely small income—most of the evils of “over­ 
emphasis'’ will vanish of themselves. For those evils stem directly 
from the big profits winning teams roll up. 
lf the profits shrink 
the evils will shrink accordingly.
